$21 Million Bid 
for River Lock 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Al 


Johnson Construction Co. of 
Minneapolis and Peter Kiewit 
Sons Co. of Omaha submitted a 
combined, apparent low bid of 
121,536,296 Thursday on con- 
struction of the first Arkansas 
River navigation lock and dam. 


An Army Engineers spokes- 


man said the bids will be re- 
viewed and contracts awarded 
in two wfceks. 


The dam will form a naviga- 


tion pool 16 miles long. It will 
be 25 miles downstream from 
Pine Bluff near the confluence 
of the White and Arkansas riv- 
ers.

_... structure will have a 


concrete spillway section 1,260 
feet, long, with 18 steel gates 60 
feet wide, and a 110-foot wide 
lock chamber on the east end of 
the spillway. 
Engineers, who estimated cost 


of the project at $24,671,308, 
said the lock and dam would not 
be completed for about three 
years, nine months.

At this point of his emotional

He doesn't 
like the comparison, so his ele- 
mentary defenses come into ac- 
tion and, quite unconsciously, he 
tries to cut them down to his 
size. And he does this for only 
one reason: so he won't feel so 
inferior.

Doctor Defies 
Africa's Rush 
to Progress

LAMBARENE, Gabon (AP)-- 


!n his jungle hospital on 
the 


banks of the Ogooue River, Dr. 
Albert Schweitzer defies Af- 
rica's rush toward the white 
man's idea of progress. 


"I have lived here for 54 


years, I know what's best for 
Africans," says the 89-year-old 
winner of the 
Nobel Peace 


Prize. 


His hospital has treated more 


than 50,000 Africans in its 40- 
vear existence. They continue to 
come in growing numbers to the 
filth-strewn shacks serving as 
wards — disregarding 
a new, 


gleaming hospital built by the 
French on nearby Lambarene 
Island. 


"Here they find conditions to 


which they are accustomed and 
they know they will be cured," 
says the old man with bushy 
white eyebrows. 


Dr. Schweitzer has become 


one of ; the most controversial 
figures in restless Africa. The 
problem 
narrows 
down 
to 


whether the continent should 
Force its development or should 
be left to itself and its traditions 


"Africa—" he begins, and dis- 


misses the subject with a wave. 


"There is no point in writing 


all this," he says with an ironic 
smile. "They are;trying to stir 
the people up against me." 


"They" are the few educated 


Africans who head the conti- 
nent's sometimes reckless move 
toward European-type civiliza- 
tion. Their critics — European 
and African alike—accuse them 
of frequently overlooking the 
most valid parts of Western 
civilization for the glitter of su- 
perficial progress. 


Said a French official work- 


ing for the Gabon government: 


"For 
years we. have been 


thinking of forcing him to intro- 
duce some idea of hygiene, 
adopt modern treatment meth- 
ods. But we are powerless. He 
has millions of dollars and in- 
fluential peope behind him." 


Dr. Schweitzer has heard all 


this. He sees only one thing— 
that the black man from the 
bush continues to come for help 
to him and his doctors, some 
of whom come from the world's 
best hospitals. 


Some sick are carried by rel- 


atives over 200 miles of forest 
paths. Once in the hospital, they 
get a ticket with a number. It 
is explained "Afrian names are 
too complicated — who knows 
how to spell them anyway" 


Families stay with the sick, 


sleeping on thp floor -next to 
their beds. The'beds are one of 
Dr. Schweitzer's concessions to 
European comfort. 


The .patients are issued staple 


food rations to be cooked by 
their relatives. 


To Schwietzer and his staff 


the problem is simple—you can- 
not 
give, an African two pills 


and tell him to take them on 
two different'occasions. He has 
to be given one pill at a time

By a boycott shutting off 
all trade with him, particularly 
in items which might help him 
survive.

the thinking goes, the 


harder up he is, the more of a 
drain he will be on Russia which 
is now estimated to be helping 
him at the rate of about $1 mil- 
lion a day.

Tooth Is 
Transplanted 
Successfully 


By STAN BENJAMIN 


PHILADELPHIA, 
(AP) 
— 


'Weil; I had a youngster who 
was losing teeth, and another 
youngster who had too many 
'eeth. [ had to remove one for 
.irlhodontic reasons. It seemed 
a shame to just throw it out." 


So, Dr. Ralph R. Mezrow, 43, 


a Philadelphia dentist, decided 
o plant the left-over tooth from 
one patient in the mouth of the 
•ilher patient who needed it. The 
ransplant worked. 
' 


That was five years ago. Since 
hen Mezrow has planted an- 
other five teeth in the mouth of 
,hal first patient. 


He and his associates at Phil- 


adelphia's Albert Einstein Medi- 
cal Center have planted some 
95 teeth in a total of about 70 
patients. Only a few of the 
ransplants have failed. 
'•The worst that can happen 
s that the tooth just comes 
oose. The funny thing is that 
f that happens, the people who 
lad the transplant always want 
'.o try again," Mezrow says. 


Three types of persons usual- 


ly write, asking for transplants: 
Persons 
who were,. through 


?ome quirk of nature, born 
without teeth and never had 
any, persons who lost teeth in 
auto accidents; and persons who 
'an't tolerate dentures. 


The technique still is con- 


sidered experimental and there 
ire many unanswered ques- 
,ions. 


Mezrow carried on his trans- 


3lant experiments for the first 
"ew years alone. 


Last June, the National In- 


stitures of Health supplied a 
grant of $61,280 to continue the 
studies. About half the trans- 
plants have been done in the 
past nine months. 


Science has found that the 


Oilman body has a natural de- 
fense, called the immune reac- 
tion, with which the body re- 
jects foreign substances. This 
reaction rejects healthy tissue 
used in a graft or transplant. 


Certain specific materials low 


in blood vessels, such as bone 
and the cornea of the eye, seem 
to arouse little reaction 
and 


have been successfully trans- 
jjlanted for years. 


Along with his 
transplants 


Mezrow has performed a few 
Ciautografts", 
transplanting a 


tooth to a new location in the 
same mouth. This eliminates 
any immune reaction. In both 
cases the transplants have been 
generally successful. 


For the patient, a transplant 


presents few problems. It is 
performed tinder local anesthe- 
tic; it usually takes about 45 
minutes; and the patient usual- 
ly can go about his normal ac- 
tivities the next day. 


Donor teeth are stored in a 


cool saline solution, for up to a 
month, until needed. After an- 
esthetic, the dentist opens the 
gum. Then he fits the tooth into 
the empty socket, shaping the 
socket with a drill until the tooth 
fits snugly. 


The tooth is inserted and the 


gum is sewn together. Some- 
limes a plastic splint is added, 
which braces the new tooth for 
several weeks.
